CONVICTION OF TWO MEN

to Dingle. 


THE DANCERS 
OF INCH. 


By a SpPECIaL ConkBSPONDENT. 


Valencia Island, off Kerry, is an excellent 
place for the beginning or the end of a walk- 
ing tour, as it is pre-eminently a place of 
rest. Not that it lacks interest; for on its 
north-west corner the gardens of Glanleam, 
celebrated for their exotic trees and shrubs, 
look down on a beautiful and tranquil bay. 
The fields and sands of lBegenish, the 
““ pilot’s island,’’ lie across a mile of water; 
Church Island, with its beehive dwelling, is 
a stone’s throw off; and the Blaskets, the 
home of folk-lore and: the living Irish 
language, are within excursion distance. It 
is also the .nearest mainiand point to the 
Scelligs, one of the most enchanting rock- 
islands in Kurope. But these places must of 
necessity be visited at ones ease, for 
Valencia’s area is twenty-one square miles, 
and this cannot pretend to satisfy the ardent 
walker’s hunger. 

I had been looking across at the long line 
of the Dingle Peninsula from Valencia, and 
I determined to explore it. 1 planned to 
spend the first night of my tour in Inch, the 
second in Dingle, and the third in Ballydavid 
in the Gaeltacht, where now good accommo- 
dation is to be had. One July mid-day | 
left the island by ferry for Valencia Harbour 
on the mainland, locally known as ' The 
Point.” As the train runs parallel with the 
road near the sea, | went by train as far as 
Caragh Lake. After lunch there I walked to 
Killorglin, four miles distant, and then 1 
started for Miltown and for Castlemaine, 
which lies east, at the extreme apex of the 
long, narrow triangle, which is Dingle Bay. 

After leaving the town of Killorglin, the 
main road runs wide and straight to Mil- 
town. It was a fair day, and | witnessed 
the return of many pigs who had obviously 
been under-rated by buyers at the fair. they 
raised a considerable dust, and I looked with 
longing at the mountains of the Peninsula, 
still a long way off. 1 am not one of those 
walkers who walk at all costs, with a fierce 
sense of duty towards themselves, and of 
competition towards others. Walking Is a 
fine way of seeing a country, and I like it 
because among strange landscapes it offers in 
a very humble form the adventurous thrill 
that the explorer knows. 

“AN OLD MAN THERE.” 

But when a young girl told me that there 
was a ferry across the narrowest part of the 
bay to the Peninsula, and that the road which 
led to it was a pleasant side-road, | decided 
to abandon the Castlemaine road, with its 
returning pigs and many motor Cars. 

“ The Store is the name of the ferry,’ she 
said. ‘It is a little over two miles away. 
There is an old man there that will row you 
across. He's nearly always there,” she added 
then 

“ But suppose he isn’t there when I get 
down,” I said, looking doubtfully at the lane- 
way that led through yellow irises off the 
main road, and speculating on the wild con- 
ditions of life at The Store. 

““ Well, then, someone else will be,” she 
replied. “ They're all fishermen down there.” 

It sounded reassuring. I took the laneway 
with the yellow irises. Half-an-hour later 
I came on a whole family leaning on a gate, 
and they confirmed het statement that there 
was a ferry at The Store, and that The Store 
was “ straight on.” The road I followed now 
was very different from the main road— 
different. indeed, from most roads in the dis- 
(trict, long belt of pines intersecting it 
three-quarters of the way down, so that the 
water at the foct of the mountains was 
hidden. It was a hard road, rather stony, 
and vet pleasant to walk on. Every now 
and then the fields sloped up to gardens and 
houses, all of different sizes and kinds, and 
fitting in admirably with their surroundings. 
Bevond the wood there was a gradual descent 
to the water, and near the last cross-roads 
was a schoolhouse set among trees, which 
read ‘ Callinafercy.’’ A mile further on the 
blue waves of The Store broke into view. 
It was the smallest ferry I have ever seen,

THE VEGETABLE 
PLOT. 


Where planting of the winter greens has 
been delayed through waiting for rain, the 
work should be taken in hand whether rain 
occurs or not. Get the soil to a fine tilth, 
make a drill with a draw hoe as if for a row 
of small seeds, and along these drills make 
holes with the dibber at about 2 feet apart. 
Then fill the holes with water, and wait for 
about an hour before planting. Meanwhile, 
draw the plants from the beds, which also 
should have been previously watered, and 
place their roots in a pail of water. Then 
plant, and cover round the stem of the plant 
with a little of the surrounding dry soil. 
Plants set out in this way are likely to get 
through without any further watering. 
Examine the roots of the plants for any 
must of club-root, and discard any roots 
abnormal in shape. If some are found, 
suspect the other plants, and dip the roots in 
a mixture of soil, lime and soot made, by 
the addition of water, to the consistency of 
paint. ' 

Plant celery and leeks in trenches and some 
of the leeks in holes (says a correspondent of 
The Times). In dry weather water the 
celery trenches before planting, and at the 
same time the bed in which the plants have 
been growing. Next day they will lift with 
plenty of moist soil, and planting should be 
done with a ‘trowel. Remove all bad leaves 
and any suckerous growth, but do not com- 
press the soil about the roots while bringing 
them from the nursery bed. Shade from 
strong sunshine if the plants show any signs 
of distress, Celery needs a deep, rich, moist 
soil, and should at no time be allowed to 
want for water. Leeks are also planted in 
trenches at about a foot apart, but good 
plants can be obtained by planting in holes. 
Make holes a foot apart and about 18 in. be- 
tween the rows, and drop one plant into each 
hole, making sure that the roots reach the 
bottom of the hole. It may be that only the 
tips of the leaves will be visible above the 
surface, but that will not matter. The holes 
are not filled in, as this will naturally happen 
in due course through hoeing and rain. 

As crops are gathered the remains may be 
removed, the-surface cleaned and raked, and 
planted. For the green crops which follow 
early peas, broad beans, and potatoes, no 
digging will be necessary, and if the soil was 
well prepared and manured in the winter, no 
more manure will be needed. If necessary 
a little artificial fertilizer may be scattered 
along the row before planting and be raked 
or hoed in. When the plants have got a 
bit established, fork lightly between the 
rows. 

Parsley may be sown in a somewhat 
sheltered position, or in a rectangular patch, 
which can be covered with an old frame when 
Sow also radishes, 
spinach, dwarf beans, endive, lettuce, turnip, 
and shorthorn carrots, choosing when 


possible a day when the soil is just drying | 


after rain. On dry soils water the soil or the 
drills before sowing. 

Hoeing, mulching, and watering will 
occupy a great deal of time in dry weather. 
Watering may be considerably delayed if 
the hoe is kept going to maintain a fine 
thin layer of dryish soul on the surface. Well- 
decayed manure, well-decayed vegetable 
refuse, leaf-soil, and lawn mowings, may be 
put thinly over the soil covering the roots, 
and will help to conserve the moisture, 
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and seemed no more than a pool between 
fields But there was no old man to negotiate 
it, and I learned that the young men had 
gone out fishing, and would not be back for 
two hours. 

It was about half-past six when a boat 
appeared round the little pier wall, and a 
couple of men and boys began to land salmon. 
They drew in half a dozen big fish and a 
trout. Then they laid their nets across the 
wali to dry, and invited me to.get into the 
boat. When they had made a few strokes 
of their oars the pool widened into the 
Atlantic. In the distance light-coloured land 
jutted out across the bay. “That's Inch,” 
thev said, ‘‘ where the sandhills are.” 

They gave me a present of a plaice as I 
was leaving. They had, they said, intended 
to throw it back into the sea. They hit it 
several times on the head to kill it, but it 
jumped and wriggled many times on the 
string as I carried it, and after having had 
it ‘‘killed’’ twice more, a man told me 
that there were certain fish which would not 
die before sundown, no matter what you did 
with them, unless you cut off their heads, 
and that this must be one of them. 

A long lane leads from the ferry landing 
place to Keel, on the main road. I realised 
when I reached it that the Dingle Peninsula 
was a country to itself, which was at once 
lively and primitive. All alone the road to 
inch, nine miles away, there were houses 
and cottages and occasionally little shops, 
and there was a stream of motor car, bicycles 
end carts going to and coming from the 
town, where a ‘pattern ” was in progress. 
Within four miles of Inch the houses on the 
left side fell away, leaving the road close to 
the sea. Twilight slowly darkened into 
night, and across the water the white walls 
of a little town that must have been Glen- 
Leigh, stood out on the ledge over the sea. 
It was, the only break in the long shadowy 
row of mountains that further on sank west- 
wards into the great Atlantic. As darkness 
descended a deep yellow moon looked from 
behind the highest peak, and then a few 
seconds later stepped into the sky above. 
Across the lonely water that moved gently a 
golden path was thrown from shore to shore, 
It was as beautiful as a dream. 

I did not arrive at Inch till after midnight, 
but, owing to the pattern revelry, the town 
was still awake. Lights twinkled from the 
mountains above it, and from the nearer 
houses poured in a flood into the darkness. 
A group of girls and men were dancing by 
the roadside. 

THE ROAD TO ANNASCAUL. 

Next morning I set out for Annascaul, and 
the road continued by the sea. Once, where 
it bent upwards, it passed a tiny wood, 
Three miles on I came to a cluster of houses 
standing above a cliff, beneath which a 
stream rustled to the sea. After this the 
way to Annascaul lay inland. The village is 
set among the hills. ee it numbers 
cnly a hundred people it is famous for the 
number of men it has sent to the Navy. At 
present six of those who served on the seas 
live in Annascaul, and one of them has been 
three times to the South Pole. 

In the afternoon I walked to Ballinasare, 
on a road that makes a complete 
at one point, and in Ballinasare I took the 
train to Dingle. The following day I walked 
to Ventry and to Ballydavid, where the 
Government. knitting machines and gi 
looms are in full swing.

Head. All the way back I was greeted by 
people who spoke Irish, and I was profoundly

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The proceedings associated with the 
quarterly meeting of the Conferences of the 
Society of St. Vincent de Paul hell in the 
Mansion House on Sunday, were of unusual 
interest. The Rev. Father O'Halloran, C.M., 
All Hallows’ College, presided, 

The Very Rev. Father Aloysius, 0.8.F.C., 
recited the prayers before and after the meet- 
ing, and conducted the spiritual reading. 

The President of the Council of Ireland 
announced that in response to the telegrams 
sent recentiy to His Holiness the Pope from 
the presidents of councils and conferences of 
the Society the following reply had been re- 
ceived from Cardinal Pacelli, Secretary of 
State :— 

“Holy Father, appreciative of kind 
words of sympathy and loyalty, bestows 
Apostolic blessing on all members St. 
Vincent de Paul Society.—Cardinal 
Pacelli.’’ 

The assembly of the brothers stood while 
the message of the Holy Father was being 
read, 

The President also stated that a form. of 
praver for the Pope, takea from the Raccolta, 
would be sent to the conferences for dis- 
tribution among the brothers. 

An eloquent. paper on ‘“ The Bulletin,” 
written ly the. editor, was, in the author’s 
absence, read by a brother of the Society. 

PRESS AND VICE. 

In the course of the paper, the writer 
stated that much attention had been devoted 
in recent years, and rightly so, toevil literature 
—literature, if it could be so called, which boldly 
attacked the moral foundations of Christian 
endeavoured to sap © Christian 
faith. Tess attention had been paid to a 
more insidious and not less deadly peril—the 
undermining of faith and morals by simply 
ignoring them. The Press of to-day dealt 
largely with the follies and vices, great and 
small, of mankind; its weakness and wicked- 
ness. That, of course, was part of the busi- 
ness of the Press. A_ leading English 
journaljst, in defending that system, recently 
wrote :—‘‘God grant that good may never 
become so rare that it becomes “news.”” But 
it seemed that they were drifting much too 
far in the opposite direction, and that the 
constant stressing, in the Fress and in litera- 
ture, of the baser side of human nature was 
endangering their faith in hrmanity. 

HELPING THE POOR. 

Rev. Father O'Halloran, C.M., in the 
course of an address, said that if their 
labours in the interests of the poor were to 
be successful, they must be modelled on 
Christian ideals. If poverty was looked at 
from a humaa point of view, it presented 
nothing but what was sad and repulsive to 
nature. The wealthy classes relieved it 
grudgingly. They put it out of sight as 
mnch as possibie They wished to prevent 
its evidence becoming too public# scagdalous, 
and thus interfering with their enjoyments. 
It was looked upon as a disease, a deformity, 
a failure. At first sight there might seem 
to be some justification for the view the 
world took. Man’s first right was to live. 
Life was not mere existence; it implied the 
exercise of their faculties, the use and law- 
ful enjoyment of the world. Through 
poverty, too often, science, art, an apprecia- 
tion of the beautiful, the great needs of the 
soul could not be satisfied. 

After the meeting the Brothers proceeded 
to the Church of St. Teresa, Clarendon 
street, where Benediction of the Most 
Blessed Sacrament was given.

PRESENT POSITION OF. 
THE WINE TRADE. 
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Anderson, M.A, B.A.L.,

of Messrs. Wm. and P. Thompson, Litd., 
wine merchants, Lower Gardiner street, 
Dublin, which was held in Aberdeen Hall, 
Gresham Hotel. ; 

After the toast of the Saorstat had been 
duly honoured, the Chairman, calling on 
Senator Moran to propose the toast of the 
company, apologised for the unavoidable 
absence of Mr. John McCann, the Chairman 
of the company, who, he said, was away in 
Paris on business. 

Senator Moran, in proposing the toast of 
the company, eloquentiy referred to ite far- 
flung trade, adding that in his world-wide 
tours he invariably found Messrs. Wm. and P. 
Thompson, Ltd., ahead of him. He wished the

company continued prosperity and success. 

The managing director, Mr. R. M. 
O’Caliaghan, responding, said that before 
dealing with the toast of the company, on 
benalf of the directors, he wished to record 
their deep regret at the death of the late 
Mr. George J. Murpiy, who was their trusted 
representative on the southern ground for a 
period of 54 years. He was a man, said Mr. 
O'Callaghan, of most honourable instincts, an 
indefatigable worker, and a loyal servant of 
the company. His. loss was, in a sense, 
irreparable, The company had appointed to the 
vacancy Mr. Thomas J. Noonan, who, for many 
years represented Messrs. Ogilvie and Moore 
in the South of Ireland, and was connected 
for the past seventeen years with the old- 
established firm of Méssrss T. W. and J. 
Kelly, Limited, as manager and secretary. 

In dealing with the toast of the firm, the 
speaker said that the ship of commerce in 
many respécts resembled the ship of State. 
They both required to be well rivetted and 
competently manned; they both had to face 
storms and hurricanes and ail kinds of 
weather, and they were both in danger of 
shipwreck through incompetent handling. 
Continuing, he said that he had been over 
half a century in the service of the firm, and 
had been in his present position since the 
flotation of the company in 1905. If he 
untruded upon their time with a brief outline 
of the historv of that old-established wine 
house, he trusted that the details would not 
be without interest. The firm was founded 
in 1849 by the late Mr. William Thompson, 
“.P., a man of great business capacity 
and driving force. He was joined by his 
brothers Patrick and Thomas the following 
year, and through: their united efforts (for 
they were all able business men) the develop- 
ment of the concern was rapid and wide- 
spread. The trade throughout Ireland was 
first captured, and the United States of 
America were penetrated in 1865. Their 
spectal brands of Amontillado sherry and 
Crowm@-Royal port were soon found on the 
winéiéists of the leading clubs and hotels in 
New , York City and thronghout the States. 
In November, 1881, when visiting Washing- 
ton, Mr. Patrick Thompson received the high 
compliment of an order from President 
Cleveland for two quarter-casks of choice 
Montilla for use at White House. 

However, continued Mr. O'Callaghan, by 
far the ost important aspect of this 
American penetration’ was the introduction 
of their famous patent prune wine to the 
Rye Distillers of Kentucky. The success of 
that venture was instantaneous, and 
a special ship was .chastered in Dublin 
ir 1867, the cargo being entirely con- 
fined to casks of Thompson's patent 
prune wine, and Messrs. E. and J. Burke's 
export stout. As a result of their extensive 
trading the company paid a dividend of 20 
per cent. for 28 consecutive years, up to 1909, 
when Mr. Lloyd George’s famous so-called 
Temperance Budget, by adding 3s. 9d. to the 
spirit duty, nearly wrecked the ship of 
Thompson. The whiskey trade was com- 

letely demoralised by that unexpected bolt 
rom the blue. A drop of 30 per cent. in the 
consumption of few Soe followed: the first 
year’s imposition of the tax, and the dis- 
tillers, for the first time, found themselves on 
the downward grade of their once prosperous 
industry, 

‘The decline still continues, and if the 
present iniquitous tax of 72s. 6d..is not soon 
repealed the interésts of the two remaining 
distillers in the Saorstat will be further 
injured,” declared Mr. O'Callaghan. 

Referring to the wine section of their busi- 
ness, the speaker said that, after Mr. Lloyd 
George’s famous Budget, the first really bad 
weather encountered by the company was due 
to the effects of Mr. Blythe’s Budget of 1926, 
under which he addéd 100 per cent. to the 
existing high wine duty, and by doing so 
shook the wholesale wine 
Saorstat to its very foundation. But for the 
firm’s large export trade it never could have 
survived the effects of this exorbitant im- 
position. As it is, the usual net profits were 
cut in two, and the company was barely 
able to pay a modest 5 per cent. for the past 
four yecrs, and it is common knowledge that 
some of the oldest and best established firms 
are at present jn a perilous position. 

Speaking that evening in the presence of 
some of the leading members of the whole- 
sale wine trade, he appealed to. Mr. Blythe, 
even now, to reconsider his attitude in re- 
gard to this high wine duty, and reduce the

| Northern friends have not yet shown that 
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fraternal spirit which is so much to be de- 
sired, but they have always shown a very 
keen compétitive spirit, and, sutely, it s 
not to the interests of the wholesale wine 
merchants of the Saorstat, or the Exchequer, 
that this high duty should be allowed to 
continue any longer. 

Conclading, the speaker said that the out- 
look of the company’s export business was 
most encouraging, as they had increased 
their exports by 230 per cent. during 1930, 
and their foreign representative, Mr. George 
H. Row, was now leaving for an extended 
trip to Canada, including Montreal and Van- 
couver, and thence to the West Indies. 
Australia, and South Africa, and the result 
was looked forward to by the directors with 
every anticipation of success. 

On the toast heing drunk, the Chairman 
proposed the health of ‘‘ Our Guests,” which 
was responded to by the City Treasurer, 
Mr. John F. Monks.

Thus, in 
the course of a fortnight he played 288 
holes of fierce competition golf, and in his 
twelve rounds of medal play he averaged 
75 a round—this, it may be added, in heat 
which caused the collapse of nearly all 
the British players, and a number of the 
Americans who are used to heat. 


How Whistler Lost His Job. 


I have been reading a story concerning 
the manner in which Whistler’ lost his 
first job. Curiously enough, art proved to 
be the cause of his resignation. Being 
appointed as assistant in the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey of the United States at 
six shillings a day, he could not forbear 
to embellish his map plates with features 
not included in strict geodetic formule. 
Many officials became victims of his 
caricatures, which sometimes were en- 
graved on the margin of the copper plate, 


and at other times on the bare white walls 


of the office. 

Whistler, as most people know, was a 
bit of a playboy, and while in this office 
he dearly loved to give play to his impish 
genius on drawings of scientific character. 
In later years he remarked, “ It was not 
that I arrived too late in the morning, but 
the office opened too early.” Finally, he 
went to Europe to create the works of art 


that now adorn the galleries of the world.

Citizens and visitors who pass through 


| Westmoreland street can hardly fail to note 


the brighter touch imparted by the recon- 
struction and decoration of the London. Mid- 
land and Scottish Railway Company's offices. 

When Mr. J. M. Irwin took up his post as 
Irish Traffic Manager he was struck by the 
somewhat dowdy appearance of the Com- 
pany s Dublin office. He suggested to the 
directors in London that such premises were 
unworthy of the company and of the capital 
of Ireland, with which it has such business 
connections. Sanction was given to externa] 
and internal alterations, ain after three or 
four months’ work the satisfactory result is 
visible, 

The small unsightly front window has been 
replaced by an attractive deep-set one, which 
gives plenty of space for poster and other 
display. At the moment there is on view a 
splendid model of one of the company’s 
“ Royal Scot” class of engines, which are 
used on the Irish mail from Euston to Holv- 
head. The window is illuminated with seven 
sixty-watt lamps, and at night it will be a 
blaze of light. The front of the office build- 
ing has heen painted and pointed; and stands 
out strikingly to the eye. 

The greatest change, however, has been 
effected in the main office. The old high 
partitions have given place to a great counter 
which runs the entire length of the office and 
provides accommodation for five clerks. On 
the wall behind the counter are mahogany 
racks, with accommodation for 1,500 sets of 
tickets. At the moment upwards of 1.000 
tickets are in use: they are in duplicate, 
Írom Westland Row and from Dun Laoghaire 
The racks, like’ the ‘counter. are made of 
rich dark mahogany, as are also special filing 
cupboards which have heen fitted into the 
wali at the farther end of the office. The 
racks are fitted with roller blinds of self. 
locking pattern, and the cabinets and cash 
drawers in the connter are fitted with similar 
devices. The cash compartments also are 
with mechanical devices which hold 
down notes and cheques, so that they cannot 
easily he moved. At the far end of the office, 
cut off by a glass screen, is the office of the 
Chief Clerk, Mr. J. J. Kennedy, who is in 
charge, under the personal supervision of 
Mr. Irwin. 

Aronnd the walls outside the counter are 
set special show tases with glass fronts for 
poster display, and there is also a specially- 
designed glass-fronted case for printed 


| matter. 


_ The general office is lighted by five hang- 
ing lamps, each of 200 candle-power, in muffed 
glass shades of artistic design.

minimum weekly wage, the equivalent of 
thirty shillings, and every apprentice fifteen 
shillings. The cost of living, Major Ruzicka 
explained, was considerably lower than it 
was in Ireland. 

The most important method of remunera- 
tion was the profit-sharing scheme which was 
enjoyed by all employés, who bore any 
direct responsibility. Cheap supplies were 
provided for the workers. . 

“It may seem incredible,” said the 
speaker, ‘ but a meal can actually be bought 
for 44d., consisting of soup, meat and vege- 
tables, and a pudding, with coffee or tea, at 
an extra charge of three-farthings. Six thou- 
sand meals are served during one lunch hour. 
In the factory men’s suits can be bought for 
18s., overcoats at 15s., and bicycles at £5 14s. 

WORK REGARDED AS A JOY. 

The problem of ea | was successfully 
solved by the erection of 1,000 workmen's 
houses. The rent for a house of two bed- 
rooms, a living-room, kitchen and bathroom 
was 3s. per week. Thrift among the workers 
was encouraged in every way, and they were 
taught many virtues such as valour, persever- 
ance in combat with difficulties, a sense cf 
solidarity, discipline, self-reliance and a terse 
of responsibility. A healthy view of life was 
being inculcated, according to which work 
was no slavery, but a joyful entertainment 
that was useful to the body and soul. 

EDUCATING THE WORKERS. 

To provide entertainment for the workers, 
Bata had converted an old castle into a 
modern club, with every possible conveni- 
ence, including guest-rooms. These were oc- 
cupied at present by a number of Dutch 
girls, who were being trained as saleswomen 
for Bata’s stores in Holland. Nearly all 
European nationalities met there for the 
same purpose, while Bata himself occupied 
always the same house, and did not change 
his modest way of living. : 

On the whole, great care was being de- 
voted to guiding the workers in making pro-

per use of their spare time. Bata believed 
in a healthy body, and he did whatever he 
could to persuade his young men and women 
to go in for sports. This had now become 
more necessary than before, as the five-day 
week had been introduced into the factory 
and the whole of Saturday was now at the 
workers’ disposal. There were extensive 
playgrounds for volley-ball, baseball dnd 
foctball, played during the interval of mid- 
day. The factories possessed their own 
teachers of gymnastics and sports. Educa- 
tional mottoes and pictures which en- 
couraged a proper and disciplined way ol 
living, and tam éi a joyful disposition, 
were posted in all the workshops and offices. 

The library supplied to the employés good 
and healthy literature. In the lecture hall of 
the works circles in languages and rhetorics 
were held, and educational lectures and film 
shows were given. 

ENDOWMENT FOR EVERY CHILD. 

Bata did not encourage birth-control; for he 
paid a thousand crowns into the credit of 
every new-born child of his workers. This 
was the child’s property, bearing interest at 
the rate of ten per cent. By the time the 
child was grown up the sum was quite con- 
siderabie. 

Bata did not allow his voung men to accept 
any money from home. They had to live on 
what they earned, and they found to their

130,000. At present it was the largest shoe 
factory in Europe, and, if the present rate 
of production continued, very soon it would 
surpass even the largest American plants. 
It was interesting to note, said the speaker, 
that Bata, in forcing down the prices of 
shoes in Mhacha soon Ga also forced down 
the general cost of living. First his com- 
petitors were compelled to lower their prices, 
then the price of leather fell, then that of 
cattle, then that of grain, and so on over 
the whole field of the essential products. At 
the same time the amazing fact was that the 
wages in his factories were steadily going up, 
and at the moment his people were the best 
paid in the country. 
The average retail price of boys’ shoes was 
4s., men’s Qs. to 10s., and women’s 7s. to 8s. 
There was not the slightest sign of 
economic crisis in Bata’s town. His was one 
of the few industries in Czecho-Slovakia, and 
possibly in Europe, which had not found it 
necessary to dismiss a single workman. On 
the contrary, it was employing a steadily 
increasing number of men. 
A MODEL COMMUNITY. 
The principles of brotherly love, love of 
work, elementary health of mind and body, 
discipline and enthusiasm for the ideal of 
service to mankind had made it possible to 
build, in thirty years’ time, a model and 
strictly democratic community. Every 
member of this community had his allotted 
task and his particular place in the compli- 
cated and accurately working machinery. 
Each had as many duties as he was com- 
petent to fulfil and as many rights and 
privileges as he deserved. 
“Thomas Bata and his enthusiastic fellow- 
workers will attain in future that which lies 
nearest to their hearts—respect for their 
moral ideals.”’ 
POSITION IN FREE STATE. 

Mr. R. C. Ferguson, Assistant-Secretary to 
the Department of Industry and Commerce, 
said that this concern of which the meeting 
had heard an interesting description was one 
of the wonders of the world in its organisa- 
tion and the principles on which it was run. 
It was one of the industries from which the 
Irish Free State should take a lesson. 
It was, he went on, a common thing to

One of the finest buildings in Zlfn was 
Bata’s national school, with advanced classes 
to prepare pupils for industrial and commer- 
cial work. Special attention was paid to 
self-education to encourage pupils. to pursue 
certain subjects as far as possible by them- 
selves. The aim of the school programme was 
to éducate independent, thinking men with 
initiative, and at the same time honest men 
of strong characters. The school was con- 
sidered to be a model of modern teaching, and 
was visited by people from all over the world. 

Turning to the mechanical side of the con- 
cern, Major Ruzicka said that production was 
increasing with amazing speed. At the

“Daddy Long-legs”’ seems destined to be 
the initiation play of schoolgirls to the theatre. 
That it will run for years to come, mainly 
in times when the schools are emptied of 
their students, is as certain as anything can 
be in a changing world. It is sentimental, 
clean, safe, mildly humorous, with an appeal- 
ing story, and with that Cinderella plot which 
is said to be always a sure winner fg the 
playwright, As a novel, as a play, and as a 
film, “Daddy Long-legs’’ has numbered its 
admirers in hundreds of thousands in all parts 
of the world. Last night its return visit to 
the Gaiety Theatre, Dublin, gave considerable 
pleasure to a large audience, which expressed 
its satisfaction in contented laughter and 
vigorous applause. 

The Cinderella theme is probably one of the 
safest that a playwright can attempt to turn 
to account, but its use is beset with pitfalls 
of many kinds. It cannot be said that Jean 
Webster avoided the pitfalls, but she probably 
knew they were there, and used them 
dexterously. To say that this little piece of 
sentimental comedy has none of the qualities 
of great drama is merely one way of avoiding 
the strategic trap laid by the author for the 
critic, 

How an orphan who had been brought up 
in a home with many other children similarly 
circumstanced manages to show her brilliance 
of intellect to such effect that a fairy god- 
father agrees to pay for her education at 
college, and then emerges as a popular author, 
makes holiday fare of the most agreeable Kind. 
Judy Abbott in her college shared a study 
with the niece of her guardian, who preferred 
to be known as John Smith, and was just 
‘Daddy Long-legs”’ to Judy. Jervis Pendle- 
ton, who was.both, visited the college, and 
was enthralled by his ward. At a later stage 
he provosed marriage, but was rejected be- 
cause Judy did not venture to tell him of her 
early training in the orphanage. Then Pendle- 
ton meets with an accident, and, as he had 
made up his mind that she would marry else- 
where, he is on the point of making her 
financially independent when she appears in 
person. In the end Cinderella marries her 
Prince, as she should in all good fairy tales. 

As Judy Abbott, Miss Dora Barnes was 
charmingly effective. She has a small voice 
which is filled with the kind of appeal most 
agreeable to the part, and she managed to 
use it as advantageously upon the audience 
last night as upon Jervis Pendleton. Mr. 
Wilbur Lenton was an excellent foil: elderly, 
suave, man-of-the-world, but his misogynist 
philiosovhy collapsed at the first real assault. 
Miss Maud Holland, as the friendly adviser 
of Pendleton made a graceful and careful 
study of Miss Pritchard.

HE controversy regarding the com- 
position of the Committee of Manage- 
ment of Stranmillis Training College tor 
Teachers becomes more and more bitter 
with the passing of the days.

A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


“DREYFUS” AT THE 
GRAFTON.

The world had hardly forgotten the famous 
Dreyfus scandal when the shots at Serajevo 
precipitated the Great War, but a generation 
that has almost forgotten the war cannot be 
expected to feel deeply about the unjust and 
unjustified treatment of a captain in the 
French Army. The Dreyfus Case is now a 
part of history, as written in text books and 
taught in the schools, but it is also a part 
of drama, as is tinely demonstrated by the 
film at the Grafton Picture House this week. 

“ Dreyfus *’ is just a “page of history,” 
transferred to the screen without distortion 
of essential facts or the addition of any senti- 
mental high-lights for the stimulation of the 
box-office. Messrs. Milton Rosmer and F. W. 
Kraemer, who directed the production for 
British International Pictures, have taken the 
grim military drama and transferred it to 
the screen without digressions, trimmings, or 
sentimentality. They have made of the story 
of a man wrongly condemned one of the most 
tensely gripping films yet seen, and the best 
film of its kind yet produced. Whether the 
story of Dreyfus be known to members of 
an audience or not the essentially dramatic 
uality of the famous case will be found 
thrilling from beginning to end. 


GREAT MILITARY SCANDAL. 


The Dreyfus Case was one of the greatest 
military scandals ever known, and began in 
1894, with the condemnation of Captain 
Alfred Dreyfus for espionage and treason by 
a court-martial of the French Army. The 
unfortunate man was sentenced to degrada- 
tion, loss of civil rights, and transportation 
to Devil’s Island for life. Dreyfus was a 
Jew, and that fact aided in keeping popular 
pen aroused against him, but from the 
eginning there were suspicious circumstances 
about the case which made Colonel Picard 
uneasy and open-eyed for fresh evidence, The 
Dreyfus family did ail they could to keep the 
miscarriage of justice prominently before the 
paws, but it was not until Emile Zola wrote 
i famous. letter, ‘‘J’Accuse,”’ definitelv 
charging various prominent military personages 
with aiding 4 miscarriage of justice, that 
there was the new trial which the friends of 
a demanded. 

The court-martial at Rehnes confirmed the 
judgment of its predecessor, but varied the 
senter.ce to ten years’ imprisonment. Dreyfus 
had already spent four dreadful years im 
Devil’s Island, suffering all kinds of 
tortures and indignities, and the decision of 
the court martial almost killed him. He was 
believed to be dying, and, in consultation 
with Zola and Clemenceau, his brother 
drafted a petition to the Government asking 
for pardon. This Dreyfus refused to sign 
(“Tt will adrait my guilt,” he said) until 
the entreaties of his wife were added to those 
of his friends. Upon this petition Alfred 
Dreyfus was released, bat not reinstated 
It was not until 1906, twelve years after the 
original condemnation, that he was formally 
adjudged not guilty of the charges made 
against him, r natated to the army with the 
rank of major, and decorated with the 
Legion of Honour. 


A HUMAN DRAMA,

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Victim of Tipperary Shooting. 


A> Warning To Leave the Country. 
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From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. | 
TIPPERARY, Monday. 
OHN RYAN (24) was found shot dead at 
the cross roads at Ayle, a place situated 
about midway between Cappawhite, Tip- 
erary, and Limerick Junction, in the early 
bai of this morning. There were several 
bullet wounds in the y, which was ina 
sitting position, with the back leaning against 
the roadside fence. A large pool of blood 
and bullet marks in the centre of the road 
marked the ye where the shooting had 
taken place. Ryan had been a witness in a 
recent State prosecution inst some parties 
for illegal drilling in the district. He was a 
native of Toem, Cappawhite, and had been 
for the past five years employed at Mrs. 
Breen’s farm at Ayle, where he slept, “and 
which is only a few hundred yards from the 
cross roads, where the body was found. 

It appears that late last night two men, 
representing themselves as detectives, called 
at Mrs. Breen’s ‘residence, and told Ryan, 
who was in bed, that they wanted him to 
come with them. After some talk he acconi- 
pamed — 9 
' Superintendent Quinn, Tipperary ; Super- 
dim Muldoon, Thurles; me atá 
Lyons, Pallasgreen; and detectives and 
Civic Guards from the surrounding area 
early visited the scene of the shooting, and 
were active throughont the day pursuing 
investigations. 

Yesterday Ryan attended Mass at Ca-pa- 
white, after which he visited his father’s 
place at Toem. In the evening he was pre- 
sent at a dance in the village hall at Anna- 
carty, near Cappawhite. e went to bed 
about midnight. 

The Ryan family are known by the local 
name of “ Alty,” to distinguish them from 
numerous other Ryans in the district.

BLOOD-STAINED ENVELOPE. 
Sergeant Patrick Gera hty, Cappawhite 
stated that, as a result ph py ort made to 
him at the barrack, he went at 8 o'clock that 
morning to Ayle Cross, where he saw the 
dead body of a man, who proved to be John 
Ryan, lying partly against the fence. He 
had his left leg under him, and was partly 
sitting on his heel. The right leg was 
stretched in a bent position out from him. 
His right arm was by his side. The left arm 
was also by his side, and slightly bent. The 
head was thrown back, and the mouth open. 
His cap covered the left side of his face. He 
was fully dressed. Around his neck was a 
string. Attached to that string was an 
envelope with the inscription: 

“ SPIES AND INFOKMERS, BEWARE! 

. I.R.A.”' 

The envelope was smeared with blood. Close 
to tie body was a pool of blood. ‘fhe body 
was three aud a half teet from the grass margin.

MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 

Dr. Barry Ryam,; Cappawhite, afd Dr. J. 
F. Coffey, Tipperary, who made a jpost- 
mortem examination of the body, stated that 
they fouwd one sealp wound half an inch 
long, and superficial, which might have been 
caused by a blow of something. There were 
seven bullet entrance wounds, two over the 
right breast, two over the left breast, one 
at the level of the left kidnev (behind), one 
at the left angle of the shoulder blade. and 
one at the base of the right thumb. There 
were three bullet exit wounds—one in the 
fleshy part of the right band, one at the 
level of the seventh rib, and one 
at the «level of the right kidyey 
Seams Thev removed three hnilets. 
he overcoaf, jacket, vest, and underclothing 
were pierced hy bullets, the piercings eor 
responding with the wounds. The bullets 
apweared to be of a revolver type, and one 
tullet had its point cut. The cause of death 
was shock and hemorrhage, the result of 
revolver bullet wounds. 3 


FIVE FATAL WOUNDS. 
_ In answer to Superintendent Quinn, Dr. 
iiyan sabi that the dead man’s clothes were 
not singed. The bullets were fired probably 
ata distance of three or four feet, and while 
hyan was in a standing position. Some of 
the bullets might have been fired when he 
na! fallen to the ground. Afy one of the 
five bullet wounds which he received could be 
fatal. Two of the bullets were fired into his 
cack. Death must have been instantaneous. 

Saperintendent Quinn said that he felt sure 
that the jury would have no difficulty in 
arriving at a verdict as to how this un- 
fortunate ‘nan met his death. 

“Things have come to a terrible pass.” said 
the Superi:tendent, “ when a crime like this 
can occur to blight the name of Tipperary, 
when a- young man in the prime of his life 
is taken out of his bed in the dead of the 
night and shot, with less compunction than 
would he shown to a dog, on the side of the 
road. The jury should have no difficulty 
in returning a verdict of wilful murder.” , 

e-Coroner said that once more a shocking 
crime had stained the fair fame of Tipperary. 
A young man in the bloom of life had been 
taken out in the middle of the night and 
brutally cone to death, for what reason they 
did not know. He was apparently riddled 
with bullets. H was a revol‘wg deed. 
THE VERDICT. 

The jury found that Ryan died from shock 
and hemorrhage, the result of revolver bullet 
wounds inflicted by some person or persons 
unknown, 

Mr. David Ryan, on behalf of the jury and 
himself, tendered sympathy to the deceased 
man’s family. 

Ryan, it appears, was a witness in a State 
prosecution for illegal drilling when the case 
first came before the local Peace Commis- 
sioner, but he was not examined at the 
subsequent hearings before the District 
Justice or Judge Sealy.

Comments in Fermanagh 


Case.

ENNISKILLEN, Monday. 
HEN George Coulter, of Fivemile- 
WV town, pleaded guilty at Fermanagh 
Assizes to-day to causing a false 
entry to be made in the register of deaths 
regarding the age of his mother, on 
whose life he had an insurance policy, and 
obtained thereby £15, it was stated by Mr. 
Johnston, barrister-at-law, for the accused man, 
that at the time he obtained the policy he 
had not seen his mother for a number of 
years. The age inserted in the policy was 
certified by the insurance agent. The old 
lady died at 86, and the age inserted im the 
register was 68. 

Mr. Justice Wilson asked to see the agent 
who obtained the policy. 

William Boyd, agent, Prudential] Insurance 
Company, in reply to the Judge, said that 
when he asked the accused man to take out 
the policy he had not known his mother. He 
went to see her after that, before the pro- 
posal form was completed. 

The Judge—Look at- what you represented 
to your own company: ‘‘I have this. 2nd 
day of January, 1928, personally seen the 
within-named life proposed for insurance at 
her own residence.” That was not true?—lI 
called to see her, but did not tell her, at her 
son’s request, that the policy was proposed. 
She lived at Coolrakelly and the son in 
Fivemiletown. 

And when vou saw her you signed that she 
was in good health, tree from physical defect 
and infirmity, and temperate, and that she 
dict not exceed 65 years of age’—lI signed 
that. 

The Judge, addressing the accused man, 
said that the agents were nearly as had as he 
was. They were so keen to get business that 
thev walked inte this old ledv 's house, looked 
at her, and gave a certificate which no mortal 
man could give without staving a few weeks 
in the house, uniess they get a doctor 's certi- 
ficate. This agent had the audacity to state 
that the woman was only 65. He (ihe Judge) 
wanted country people to know tat evel 
collusion with agents telling a he, or naking 
a false decleration in «ider to vet mony. was 
a serious offence. 

“I would have sent vou to jail for two 
months, only for those agents: they are as 
bad as vou are,” added the Judge. 

The accused man had a recorded sentence 
of three months’ imprisonment passed upon 
him, and he was discharged on being hound 
over in the sum of £10 for twelve months.

In the Balance. 

Only an imminent danger could have 
invoked the conference of seven Powers. 
which is sitting to-day in London. “ The 
conference is not coming in a spirit of 
sheer magnanimity to .the relief of a 
stricken foe. Every one of the other six 
Powers knows that its own fate is involved, 
directly or indirectly, in the fate of 
Germany. One fact alone gives a historic 
significance to this meeting: for the first 
time since the War the United States 
recognises that the fortunes of the Old 
World and of the New are identical. Mr. 
Stimson, the Secretary of State, attends 
the conference not merely as an 
‘‘observer,’’ but asa plenipotentiary. The 
conference is a sequel to last week’s meet- 
ing of French and German Ministers in 
Paris; and at that meeting the French 
Government insisted that the London dis- 
cussions should be confined to “ terms of 
financial co-operation.’’ In other words, 
the conference will try to arrange an mter- 
national loan of, perhaps, £100,000,000, 
which at least would postpone Germany 's 
double peril of bankruptcy and revolution. 
Such a.result would redeem the conference 
from complete failure, and, if a substantial 
loan can be contrived, subject to those 
‘financial guarantees and measures of 
political appeasement ’’ on which: the 
French Government insists, the world will 
breathe more freely. | 

It is good policy, indeed, in stress of 
storm, as St. Paul’s captain found, to cast 


wait for the day. Nevertheless, when the 
battered ship is only at the beginning oÍ a 
long voyage and is freighted with a cargo 
precious to all humanity,*such an expedient 
cannot suffice. A mere loan will not touch 
the underlying causes of trouble—will not 
prevent some new outburst which will send 
the chief Ministers of all the Powers again 
in hot haste to some capital of Europe. 
If this conference is to be a landmark in 
history, it must look beyond finance ; and 
here the French attitude is crucial. The 
French communiqué, \.hich we published 
vesterday, French 
Government hopes to reach an independent 
settlement with Germany on political 
issues, and that Germany, in frantic need 
of her loan, has consented to this arrange- 
ment. Unfortunately, most of the political

‘conditions on which France has insisted 


until now are such as no German Govern- 
ment can accept. They hurt the pride of 
a great nation too deeply; the leading 
strings which they have proposed would be 
intolerable; almost certainly they would 
force Germans of every party to declare, 
Una salus victis nullam sperare salutem. 
This conference will be a failure if it does 
not initiate a lasting cure of Europe’s ills ; 
and it furnishes an opportunity which may 
not recur. In a word, its vital function is 
to persuade the French Government and 
the French people to take a reasonable 
view of Germany’s temper and problems, 
and to make some sacrifice for the peace of 
the world. 

A tragedy in the ironic and awful 
manner of the Greek stage is being 
enacted before the eyes of Europe. One 
leading character has sinned and is pay- 
ing the penalty. Another, the former 
victim and the 
animated by all those passions that, once 
indulged, exercise a supreme power upon 
the human heart. France is the classical 
illustration of hubris in modern affairs. 
To herself her purpose is just and holy, 
and she is persuaded that it is wise—that, 
if she crushes Germany now, she will rid 
herself for ever of a secular foe. The 
spectators of this play, like old Athenians 
at a play by Sophocles, recognise the doom 
of which France is’ so strangely uncon- 
scious, All the workings of the hubris, 
hidden from her, are manifest to them. 
She is inviting the peril of a Germa™ 
revolution; she is tempting a mighty 
people, whose resurgence is only a question 
of time, to show in this dark hour how 
much the wretched dare; she is preferring 
the false security of a single State to the 
true security and progress of the civilised 
world. Happily, the tragedy of French 
hubris is not complete; it -has reached -- 
shall we say ’—the conclusion of the second 
act. A deus er machina yet may change 
the nature of the catastrophe. If the 
London conference fails to influence the 
political issues, and leaves them to a later 
France

Rumania. 


The present condition of Rumanian 
politics is curiously unsettled. As our 
readers will remember, King Carol created 
a “ sensation’ some six weeks ago when, 
virtually without motive, he signed a 
decree of dissolution of Parliament. 
Public opinion throughout the world smelt 
the possibility of a dictatorship in 
Rumania; for Professor Jorga, the Prime 
Minister at that time, announced openly 
the intention of his Government, if 
returned to power, to restore and extend 
the King’s rights. The subsequent elec- 


tions confirmed Professor Jorga’s Govern- 
ment in office, although the popular vote 
was mot eo overwhelming as to suggest

Shortly 
afterwards Carol, by a coup d’état, sent 
the Peasant Administration about. its 
business, and the resulting elections put 
Professor Jorga in power. At present 
the King’s standard-bearers. in the 
Government include its most resolute 
Ministers—M. Manoilescu, the Minister 
of Commerce, and M. Argentoianu, the 
Minister of Finance, These are the real 
leaders—Professor Jorga is only a figure- 
head—and they represent the will of the 
King. Solong as Carol remains within the 
bounds prescribed for him, the monarchy 
is safe, and he can be assured of popular 
support. The Government, however, lacks 
the stability of-a decent majority; it 
retains power by an alliance with the 
Liberals, and they have declared their 
independence, except on certain important 
questions. A false step, therefore, may 
mean the end of the Jorga Government 
and of Carol as a King. The Liberals do 
not love him; and, when he dissolved the 
Maniu Administration, he went far to 
alienate the only party that can confirm 
him on his throne. 


The Defence of London. 


Yesterday evening the Air exercises to 
test the defences of London began, and 
there is every reason to suppose that their 
lessons will be of the first importance. Ten 
squadrons of the Wessex Bombing Area 


are attacking the capital, which will be 


protected by a force consisting entirely of 
hghters and the new interceptor fighters. 
The bombers, which will operate from their 
own aerodromes on the coast, will siart 
their raids from the sea, and will 
seek concealment in the clouds. Five 
thousand feet. has been fixed by 
authority as the minimum height over 
London .itself, though, as we understand, 
some low raids may take place outside the 
metropolitan area, Elsewhere a general 
order runs that flights shall be made 
between 2,000 feet and 16,000 feet. Since 
the defending squadrons outnumber their 
opponents by less than twenty machines, 
much will depend upon the work of the 
Fury interceptors, which have been con- 
structed especially for such emergencies. 
Their remarkable climbing power and 
great speed ought te render them more 
than a match for any bombers, but the 
essence of the issue is time; for modern 
bombers are fast enough to reach the 
centre of the City from the nearest point 
on the coast in about twenty minutes. It 
is vital, therefore, that the interceptors 
shall receive timely warning of hostile 
approach from their ground forces. In 
fact, the proper co-relation of the defend- 
ing arms is the crux of the struggle. In 
1928—the last occasion upon which 
London’s air defences were tested—one 
bombing squadron was able to arrive, to 
drop its bombs and to return, unnoticed 
by the defenders. Bombers now are faster 
than they were then, and, although the 
speed of the fighters also has advanced 
proportionately, the generally greater pace 
is likely to assist the attack in view of the 
short distances that will be covered. 
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Fact and Legend. 


One of the chief stumbling blocks in the 
path of the student of history is the ease 
with which outstanding men pass into 
legend after their death. Some character- 
istic gives birth to a catch-word that 
colours an individual’s memory through- 
out the generations. Who thinking of 
Attila, considers that the Scourge of God 
probably was subject, like other people, to 
colds in the head? Julius Cmsar to us is 
the Colossus who conquered Gaul, landed 
in Britain and laid the foundations of im- 
perial government in Rome. We forget, 
however, that the same man at the 
age of fifty-four almost undid his 
life’s work by a silly infatuation for 
a dusky ingénue of twenty-one, who 
later ruined Antony. Yet such in- 
congruities are not altogether unwel- 
come ; for they show that success is possible 
in spite of many moments of weakness. 
Thus we learn with indulgent tolerance, 
from Mr. Gladstone’s juvenile account 
book of his Eton days, that the Grand Old 
Man was deceived as a boy by a bad 
shilling, and on one occasion, at least, so 
far forgot himself that he tossed up for a 
halfpenny and deservedly lost it. This 
account book, hitherto unnoticed by any 
biographer, forms part of a new collection 
by the British Museum illustrating Parlia- 
ment and the Premiership. In addition 
to the youthful Gladstone’s account book. 
the collection contains such other items 
as the copper pan which William Pitt 
used for his posset when he came home 
from the Hou:: of Commons at night, and 
the fourteenth Earl of Derby’s copy book 
in which the learnt to write in 1807. The 
pencil notes of Mr. Lloyd George’s speech 
which he delivered two days before the 
armistice are a more s-~ious exhibit, but 
generally the collection is a pleasant 
reminder that every Achilles has a heel.

LECTURE TO DUBLIN 
- "THEOSOPHISTS. - 


“The .Purpose of Existence’’ was the 
subject of a lecture délivered by Mr. L. 
iiosman, of J4ndon,. to 4 meeting of the 
‘Theosophical Society, at ÓG. Leinster” street, 
last night. 

Mr. id Kennedv, who presided, introduced 
the lecturer as one who had a great deal of 
experience in lecturing on theosophical sub- 
jects, and ‘said he thought that theosophy 
did offer the most reasonable explanation of 


life and the purpose of it. 
Mr. Bosman, who is the author of a number 


oí booklets under such titles as ‘‘ Studies. in: 


Freemasonry,” “ ‘The World Mother,” ‘ The 
Rook of Genesis Unveiled,’’ and '' Light of a 
Master Mason,” said that theosophy; as the 
‘word ‘should: tell them, was literally the 
Divine wisdom—that wisdom, which, as the 
Scriptures put it, was béfore the foundation 
of the world. There were certain truths 
cecasionally cbscured because the mind of 
‘wan’ was itself for a period obscured until 
the light illuminated ‘it and showed the truth. 
Iiere and there throughout successive ages 
‘teachers had come forward to re-proclaim the 
Gespel and explain once more the meaning of 
it. Certain traths were hidden which gave 
an answer to the thinking men and women as 
to why they were here. 

The elenentary answer to the purpose of 
existence he might take as being that they 
were here to do the will of God, and by so 
doing ultimately go to Heaven; or, alterna- 
tively, zefrain from doing the. will of God and 
go to Hell and burn in fire. 


THE DEEPER ANSWER. 


That answer would not suit theosophists. 
It was not reasonable and not logical, and so 
they came to a deeper answer given by the 
higher ferm of Christianity, found in the 
Scriptures and never explained in any pulpit 
in the world. The answer was clearly in 
the Scriptures why they were here. It 
was found in the words : “ Be ye perfect as 
the Father in Heaven is perfect.” That 
was a Christian statement, and yet no 
Christian believed it. It was the purpose 
of existence from the Christian point of 
view. In another part of the Scriptures it 
said: “I said, Ye are gods and are all 
children of the Most High.” 

That idea might be figurative, but in a 
deeper sense it was true, and to understand 
it from that deeper point of view they must 
know the meaning of the Divine Immuinence. 
God was life, not a separate person or being, 
but the life of the universe, and the purpose 
of existence was to promote the Divine Life 
in all of them, and to mainfest all the per- 
fections that lay deep down within them. 
Here was something which eluded the human 
everyday mind, but the spirit within under- 
stood it. What they had to do in this 
world was to work hard at their outer selves, 
keeping their bodies clean and. healthy, and 
to purify and develop their minds, making 
them firmer and stronger, and building up 
a control of the mind until they rose 
superior to the mind, using it as an instru- 
ment to touch the Divine self within, and 
then they let that perfection that had been 
latent show itself forth, so that they were 
perfect outwardly as well.as inwardly.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—May I suggest that there seems. to 
be ah over-emphasis of the loss in- 
volved to ainvéstors in a hovsmg loan 
at a“ low rate of interest? The indirect 
profits. to the whole. cammunit® of a 
national housing scheme, planned with fore- 
thought to operate over a period of ten or 
fifteen years, would be very considerable. 
House-building. vitalises many industries 
other than building. It creates a demand 
for limé,° sand; brickclay, stone, timber, 
metals of*various sorts. The manufacture of 
cement,- woedwork, sanitary appliances, 


manufacturers to produce the necessary 
materials, and an impetus would be given to 
industrial prosperity which would -have 
favourable reactions in incalculable ways. 
Not least of the profits derived would be the 
release from a large part of the burden cf 
unemployment, which threaten to. become 
much more serious in this countr® in the 
near future. World economic cond*tions 
make it absolutely essential now for Ireland 
to develop ner home market and her home 
industries. A ten-year housing plan, as 
advocated by Father Ryan at the recent 
Mansion House meeting, would serve as an 
excellent economic stimulus throughout Ire- 
land, and so would raise the general level of 
national prosperity. - 

It is timé that we ceased to talk of the 
sacrifices that would be involved in taking 
up shares in a housing loan at 2} per cent,, 
and that we concentrate rather on detailing 
the profits, direct and indirect, to be derived 
from extensive house-building. Í hope that, 
through the Civics Institute or some similar 
agency, members of the business and farmin 
cemmunity will be induced to come aia 
in impressive numbers, and express their 
approval of the proposed plan as a good 
business proposition as well as a long over- 
due social service. The Government would 
yield most readily to pressure from this 
quarter.— Yours, etc.,

These machines, | 
their pilots intent on intercepting the 
raiders, formed a patrol between the coast- 
line and the threatened city; meantime, 
observers on the ground were able to report 
the movements: of the raiders to the “ Red- 
land” headquarters. . Within half an hour 
of the raiders crossing the coast the fiercest. 
air war ever known was being waged, within 
a few miles of London, as the intercepting 
fighters strove desperately. to keep the ‘‘ Blue- 
land ” bombe:e from their objectives. “These 
objectives were three in number, each a 
vital centre of London’s defence. 


THREE VITAL POINTS. 


The first was the huge reservoir at Hackney 
Marshes. ‘‘ Blueland ’- was determined to 
blow up the walls of the reservoir, and so 
deprive the greater part of’ London of its 
water supply. This attempt to subdue London 
by thirst was a direct attack on the civil 
population. The other objectives were the 
West India Docks and the Duke of York's 
Barracks at Chelsea. | 

A Press Association reporter at '“' Blue- 
land ’’ headquarters telephoned, last night :— 
‘‘ | watched the silver-nosed Hawker Hart 
Squadron leave on their journey of destruc- 
tion. There was no fuss, no ceremony. At 
a pre-arranged hour the pilots opened their 
the machines taxied across the 
aerodrome, and were im the air in perfect 
formation. Most sinister of all were the 
torpedo-shaped dummy bombs that hung 
from beneath the wings and fuse of each 
machine. Watching them was the “' Blue- 
land ’’ Commander, Air Vice-Marshal Newall, 
on whom rests the theoretical destruction of 
Loudon.. He had explained previously how 
the manceuvres were being carried out. ‘he 
attacking forces went out to the sea, not 
more than gliding distance from the land, 
and then re-crossed the coast, making direct 
for London, on a pre-arranged ‘course, at 
speeds of over 130 m.p.h., the fastest. ever 
known in aerial bombing history. 

‘Awaiting them were the fighting squadrons 
with Hawker Fury ‘ machines, ‘capable of 
nearly. 200 miles an hour. - If the umpires 
who are travelling in .the .attacking planes 
consider the bombers beaten off, “ Redjand '' 
scores. ‘If they reach their bomb. centre 
without detection—and during the night the 
searchlights will play an important part—then 
“ Blueland’’ will have won the battle. , The 
fighting area covers from Aldeburgh, Suffolk, 
to the Isle of Wight. 

“ After each. raid the umpires made their 
reports. and, at the conclusion, the points will 
be added up, and the results made known 
later. The raiders flew at heights of between 
16.000ft. and 5,000ft. No plane, for safety 
reasons. was allowed to descend under 5,000ft. 


NO BOMBS DROPPED. 

Dark, menacing rain’ clouds scudded Jow 
over London last night and blacked out the 
air manquvres. Londoners searched the sky 
in vain for the ‘planes. During the early 
part of the night attack no searchlhights were 
visible, although the weather tad improved 
somewhat. 

The following official communiqué of the 
air war over London was issued by the Air 
Ministry Jast night :—' Two raids, consisting 
of ten day bombers each, approached the 
West India Dock from the South-East, but 
failed to reach their objective. 

“One raid escaped attack by the fighters 
of ‘Redland,’ but dropped no bombs. Of 
the other raid, one aircraft became separated 
from the formation,. and was. attacked by a 
flight of fighters near Biggin Hill. No infor- 
mation is available yet as to the damage 
caused or casualties imflicted.’’ 

Unfavourable weather conditions were re- 
sponsible for some of the exercises not being 
carried out according to plan. Two raids at 
high altitude which were to have been made 
on the Hackney Marshes Reservoir had to be 
cancelled, and raids at lower altitudes were to 
be substituted. These, however, failed in 
face of the strong defence, and, according to 
the Air Ministry communiqué, the defensive 
force had the best of the daylight campaign.

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The Times Special Correspondent in 
Simla telegraphed yesterday :—The names «cf 
the members of the Federal Structure Com- 
mittee of the Round-Table Conference were 
issued in a communiqué from the Viceregal 
Lodge at 5 o'clock this afternoon. There has 
been an immediate reaction to the news that 
the list was about to be published, the an- 
nouncement being greeted everywhere with 
undisguised relief. In view of the fact that 
it is necessary for the delegates to sail from 
Bombay only thrée weeks from Saturday, the 
delay was producing much uncertainty. 
Moreover, impatient comment in the Indian 
Press, together with the periodical publica- 
tion of tips ‘from those who professed to 
possess stable information, was having em- 
barrassing results in more than one quarter. 
Worst of all, the impression was growing that 
the Conference was being held up by the 
Congress, Mr. Gandhi’s latest claim that he 
was ‘“partly responsible for the delay in the 
official announcement ' having already gained 
wide circulation. 

The. original intention of the Government 
of India was to wait until all the acceptances 
had been declared before releasing the list, 
but neither the Conference nor the Govern. 
ment itself can afford to hold its hand in- 
definitely while the Mahatma makes up his 
mind, and it is 1 nderstood that official invita- 
tions are being telegraphed to the Indian 
delegates tonight. The grea!, majority has 
already. been sounded unofficially, and it may 
be taken for granted that, among those who 
count, Mr. Gandhi is the only doubtful one. 
He did not see the Viceroy to-day, but it is 
understood that a further interview is likely 
to-morrow. It is increasingly evident that 
the situation in the United Provinces is the 
main matter of contention between the 
fsovernment of India and the Congress. The 
Pandit, Jawaharlal Nehru, had further 
cenversations with Mr. ‘Emerson, Secretary 
of the Home Department of the Government 
of India, this morning. 


ALTERNATIVE OTE 
BILL. 
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MANCEUVRES, OR REFORM? 


In a leading article, The Times observes :-— 
The so-called Electoral Reform Bill, which 
leaves the House of Lords to-day, will return 
to the House of Commons changed . almost 
beyond recognition.

A COMPANY AUDITOR.

In 
one case not long ago he was described as 
the watch dog to'see that the shareholders’

affairs as shown by its books, he is there 
stating something upon which the ordinary 
izivestor is entitled to rely, and something

Sir William pointed out that the Royal 
Mail Steam Packet Company was a char- 
tered company, the first Royal charter 
being granted in 1859. One of the salient 
passages in the charters was that there 
was to be an account every year to be 
‘laid at the general meeting, first of the 
debts and assets of the Corporation, and 
second of the profits made in the year. 
The auditor or auditors had to state 
whether, in his cr their opimion, the 
balance-sheet. referred to in the report 
was properly drawn up so as to exhibit a 
true and correct view of the state of the 
company’s affairs, as shown by the books 
of the company. 


THE 1926 BALANCE SHEET. 


Coming to the financial position of the 
company, Sir William dealt with a nam- 
ber of complicated figures. He then gave 
details of the balance-sheet and profit and 
loss account for 1926. What, he asked, 
would any ordinary person infer from the 
profit and loss account? They would see, 
in the first place, that there had been a 
transfer from fund of £150,000. 
They would observe that the company 
had paid Debenture interest, interest 
on the Preference Stock, and 4 per 
icent. on the Ordinary Stock, and they 
would think, here in 1926 when things 
‘were not very easy, this company had got 
ion fairly well.

The Vickers Supermarine Works de- 
livered yesterday to the British High- 
Speed Flight at Calshot air base the first 
new supermarine Rolls-Royce, 86, for the 
international Schneider Trophy contest,

It was towed down Southampton Water 
on one of the Royal Air Force patent 
launching lighters specially built for 
racing seaplanes. On arrival at Calshot, 
where it was eagerly awaited by the 
British team, the machine was at once 
placed in a reserved hangar. 

Prior to its departure from the works 
flotation tests had been carried out, and 
the Rolls-Royce engine was run up twice. 

No detailed information of this new 
defender of the Schneider Trophy has yet 
been released for publication. It is, how- 
ever, direct evidence of the generosity of 
Lady Houston in providing the means 
wherewith it is hoped that Great Britain 
will successfully resist the challenges from 
Italy and France. 

Less than two months now remain for 
practice on the two new supermarine 
machines which have been ordered by the 
Air Ministry, the date of the contest 
having been fixed for September 12th.

THE BUTTER TAX. 


Butter in many aspects was frequently 
before the Dail. There were, in addition 
to the question of foreign butter coming 
into the country, efforts to improve winter 
dairying and Eat marketing. = yy ooh 
in respect of the latter, y, have 
not at been very wowed gs will be 
recalled that in November last the Dail 
imposed a prohibitive tariff of £5 per cwt. 
on imported butter, and this remained 
effective until the 22nd January, when the 
Dail, nearly a month before it was intended 
to meet, was called ther to consider the 
report of the Tariff missioners on the 
matter. The result was a tax of 4d. per Ib. 
on imported butter, and this remains in 
existence at present. | 

The main purpose of the tax was to 
enable butter-producers to hold back 
certain quantities of their summer output 
in cold storage for sale in the winter, and 
also it was hoped that winter dairying 
might be stimulated. Whether these 
objects have been attained, or are 
likely to be attained, is not yet 
clear. It is not known . definitely 
what stocks of butter are being held 
in cold store, but- one of the purposes of 
the Dairy Produce Bill, which was passed 
by the Dail and is now before the Senate, 
was to enable the Minister for Agriculture 
to collect information both as to produc- 
tion and storage. If the bill is finally 
passed, it will be possible by the month 
of September next to know the details 
under both headings.

All the horrors of modern war descended 
yesterday on Ningtu, in South Kiangsi, 
when the Government forces, which are 
engaged in exterminating the Reds, carried 
out an attack on the city by land and air, 
and according to an official communequé 
literally bom it from the face of the 
earth.

Two Americans, Mr. and Mrs. Day, who 
are flying round the world in their own aero- 
plane, arrived here last ni from Aleppo 
and slept for the sake of coolness on the roof 
of the famous Maude Hotel, so well known 
to the British during the war. 

At four o'clock this morning the aviators 
awoke and di red that the whole hotel 
was enveloped in flames. They dashed down

“The determination of the essential 
molecular structure of the cancer-producing 
agent in tar and cancer-producing 
substances. 


TOWARD THE GOAL. 


“These results have an obvious bearing 
on the cure and causation of cancer réspec- 
tively. They are permanent, and form 
stepping stones towards the goal which at 
the beginning the campaign set before it, 
even though it is still impossible to apply 
them directly to human beings, or to appre- 
ciate fully their ultimate significance.” 

The report records that in the case of mice 
with implanted tumours the tumours rapidly 
disappeared, and the animals acquired im- 
munity to cancer of a nature that no further 
tumours could be grafted upon them. In 
two cases out of five in mice afflicted with 
spontaneous tumours, the tumour disap- 
peared. Some unknown factor. of decisive 
Importance to the result is present, or 
absent, in these unsuccessful cases. A dih- 
= search is now being made for this factor. 

e report, referring to the four-gramme 
radium ‘“‘ bomb” loaned by the National 
Radium Commission to the Westminster 
Hospital, says:—‘‘ The ‘bomb’ has proved 
dangerous by reason of the strength of the 
tadiations emitted by it. Serious blood 
cbanges have occurred in patients, and blood 
changes have also been observed in persons 
in charge of the apparatus. It may well be 
that the application of such enormous 
quaritities of radium will find no permanent 
place in the treatment of cancer.”
